useless dainties and femlnlnlzing 
((rifles when they should be getting 
nutritious foods, .-ound olothinK, 
and only such thlnf.'.s as will ni.ake 
camp or field life better bearable. 
We niu.st not overlook in this con- 
nection the fact that for the most 
part their wants as to foods and 
oven extras In the line of refresh- 
ments are well cared for by a gov- 
ernment spending such huge sums 
for army purposes as out own. But 
there may be a real want of sound 
and wholesome food for their 
minds. Every package shoulr con- 
tain some good reading material, 
such as will stimulate helpful 
thought and quicken intellectual 
life and vigor. A little spiritual 
»pice thrown iu will .do u)uch to 
keep the right balance in the men- 
ial rations. 

Lastly we are asked to see to it 
"That pastors and Sunday-schools 
.-pel i.il attiMition during tho 
war to llie ianiillea of enlisted men. 
In order to assist wives and mothers 
and provide against juvenile de- 
linquency." And here it is well for 
us to be forwained agarinst the 
really tangible danger that while 
making tlie war sate for our boys 
we neglect the safety of our own 
nt home. WiveH.. and dependents 
will have spe(»ial need ot help to 
cheer tlieni, to keep them from the

Reliable adivlces to the New York 
World from Dublin indicate gen- 
uine hope that the home rule con 
v*>ntion will result in producin.? a 
Bcheme acceptable to tho wlnole of 
Ireland. I'p to last week the dis- 
cussions were of a general character 
on various schemes propounded by 
individuals, no appreciable progress 
being made. Eventually Lord Mac- 
Donnidl, formerly Tinder Secretary 
for Ireland, made an impassioned 
appeal to the Ulster delegates to 
get down to real business. They 
agre<sd to the appointment of a 
committee to draft a «<'heme for 
d.nniled discuaslon by the whole 
convention. The iicheine is expected 
association I til be presented to the convention 
within two weeks, ft is learned 
that the Ulster delegHtaa' opposl 
tion haa now been reduced to two 
points, they having given up the 
claim for the partition of the ooun 
try, the higgeet sttimbling block to 
a settlement when the conventien 
asartabled. These two points are 
that Ireland should remain in lis 
cat union with Great Britain and 
sbould continue to send represen- 
tatives to Westminster.

The Committee of Churches on 
War Work has recently published 
anT'distributed* a series ot sugges- 
tions embodying many points which 
afford fruitfut opportunities of ef- 
fective welfare work. If inter- 
preted in the correctly Catholic 
spirit and carried out in the same 
they can not but bo the source o£ 
a great deal of reaJ good both to 
hose who apply them and to those 
for whom they are applied. 

The first suggestion is "That 
every local church have its honor 
roll, properly framed and hung in 
a conspicuous place, with the names 
of all its soldiers and sailors In- 
scribed thereon," This can be done 
and be made to be a very useful 
reminder that we have those who 
are dependent upon us for a great 
deal of spiritual comfort and safety, 
upon our prayers and good works to 
gain for them the grace.s they need 
'ifr their ditllcult and dangerous 
lUing. And when the death toll 
s once taken it can remind us of 
he Christian duty of praying for 
the repose of those who have been 
called on the last roll. 

Secondly we are requested "That 
everything be done to honor these 
men when they go, and when they 
retunt." To do this In no spirit 
of false and flamboyant patriotlani, 
but because of the spirit of sacri- 
Hce , and discipline they show forth 
can not but react upon our own 
spirit of devotion to duty. 

Thirdly we are asked "That the 
churches provide membership cards 
to be sent to the men, indicatirg if 
possible nienibership in the church, 
the congregation, or homes ot the 
church." Foe us this can mean an 
effective method of keeping our 
men in touch with their chaplains 
by making the suggestion of gath 
erlng the names of all our Catholic 
boys not a mere dead letter. Bach 
Catholic parish should have its en 
listed members tabulated and know 
exactly where they are stationed so 
that the chaplain of the cantonment 
can be informed of their presence. 

Fourthly it is suggested "That 
regular correspondence be kept up 
with these men by the pastors or 
by a committee on correspondence 
and that these letters be as newcy 
as possible." To keep up an indi- 
vidual correspondence with each of 
the boys of a large parish would 
emtatl too much labor and sacrifice 
of time to be particable. We do 
know of cases where the paatora 
have done a great deal of good by 
taking turn about to write, now to 
one, now to another, and made 
these letters do for all. There is 
a great deal of mistaken and harm- 
ful sentimentality in the growing 
prevalence of letter writing by moat 
anybody to most anybody else, the 
one party being a lonesome 8<ildier 
and the other a I'oolish maid. But 
a g(Kjd, breesy, helpful. eheeiT let- 
ter from the paator to his hoya will 
keep alive a relatlosahip wtdcb can 
form a very strong anchorage for 
many a soldier's virtue and self- 
reapsct. 

The fifth suggestion is that "The 
women of the churc.n get together 
to prepare packages for the men, 
to include knitted goods, clippings, 
pa|)ei-8, dainties and oth«ir articles. 
These packages should be sent not 
only at Chrlstniaa but at regular 
lutervala. Women from the houae-

MAKES PLEA FOR FAIINESS 



\ plea for f.iirness to the Ger- 
man and (ierniaa-.Aiuerieau resi- 
dents of America was made the 
other day in the I'hlladelphia Pub- 
lic Ledger, which deserves special 
nqte. The gentleman interviewed 
was a prominent German-American 
manufacturer, and in referring to 
the present drive on the traitors in 
our midst he aaid: 

We needed a drive on German 
propagandisto and I'm glad to see 
Uncle Sam rounding them up, and 
though I was Impatient m ihe ,ip- 
parent delay -in this work a month 
or two ago I can now understand 
that it was necessary to obtain legal 
ovidence upon which to pi-oceed. " 

"But let us have no drive on 
Jernian-Aiiierlcans. 1 li\e in one 
af the most compact German-Ameri- 
can comiuunjties in this country, a 
section where politics was influ- 
enced by race long before the war. 
l have seen the sufferings of citi- 
zens of German extraction under 
the stresaea of the war, and have 
seen them exploited for two years 
trhlle our own Government ne- 
glected them. And I assure m i 
that the people up my way are 
only loyal to the country that tin y 
live in, but that their experience 
during the war has changed theii 
whole attitude toward the Fathti- 
Ijand. They still feel for Gemiany 
of course, and if that feelini; imist 
be crushed out to fit any standard 
ot American loyalty then it would 
be necessary to UN most of them, 
for they were bom with their sym- 
pathies, and can not change. But 
as war has brought violent changes 
in the thinking of every American 
the last three years, so it has 
changed the thinking of our Ger- 
inan-.\merlcan8. In the old days of 
peace their regard for the Father- 
land was largely sentimental. Pol- 
itics did not enter into it, and even 
if they had, what American trou- 
bled ulx)ut that? When war came 
German politics sud<lenly loomed 
up as the chief factor in the Mltak- 
ing of most German-Americans, and 
their sympathies made it easy to 
build this new factor Into valuable 
German propaganda. Prussian 
agents in this country loat no time 
(n taking advaaUge of the new 
viewpoint, and for two years the 
German-American was aubjected to 
BkiUful exploitation. 

This war haa changed the 
thinking of the world It has ut- 
terly revolutionized the thinking of 
the average German-American. He 
has come through a racial stress 
of the most profound character. 
l>on't you let anybody persuade you 
that tfhe German-American la not 
thinking straight today In war mat- 
tera, or that hia real loyalty la in 
any danger of being weakened now 
after tuch experlencea. E>vsn if he 
believea that Oennaay had to enter 
the war to defend heraslf, or that 
she was being Stifled for lack of 
room, he now sees that the whole 
enteiprise has been terribly bungled 
by the Junker rulers - mistake after 
mistake in diploina<y, policy and 
strathgy since the beginning ot the 
,fj,*rar. The German-American now 
sees what is becoming more evident 
to the great mass uf iiueral Ger- 
mans — that the Fatherland did not 
have a chance. And that strikes 



ai the root of sympathy. For the 
German State has always asked 
loyalty and the surrender of indi- 
vidual rights on the plea of its 
efficiency. And now it does not 
look aa though the German State 
was etHcient under its present 
rulers. 

"Jhe iaauea in this country are 
sow clear enongh. Kill out the 
treason and lock op eren the Ger- 
nuui-Amerioans who are Involved in 
It But don't make k drive on 
QsrAian-.Amerlcans as such. Con- 
sider t!ie vast mass of them, and 
the small amount of actual trouble 
they have given compared with the 
possibilities for trouble if they had 
been evil-disposed.".. 

While one braaich of the Govern- 
ment at Washington has been 
quietly gathering evidence of 
treason, other branches, engaged in 
war preparations, have been re- 
ceiving assistance daily from Anier- 
tcans of German lineage not only 
as Individuals but in the mass. 
Many questions rising out of the 
war have touched the German- 
American spirit . aa such and 
brought a striking reaction of loy- 
alty. 

Our Germ^-Ansrican population 
Is numbered 1^ millions. Under 
peculiar stresses we have first neg- 
lectfKl it, and then suspected it, 
and permitted if to be exploited and 
niisrepres<'nted. The wonder is not 
that there should be some castas of 
disloyalty, but that there should be 
so few. In its present drive on 
treason t)ie Government is doing 
all Americana of German birth or 
descent the greatest posaible aerv- 
ice. For it ia drawing a definite 
line between them and the traitora 
for whom they may be racially re- 
fponslble, and also reliering them 
cit agitatora w4th whom they have 
no racial or political connection. 
When Ihe drive on treason is fin- 
Islied there will be no chance for 
a drive on German-Americans.

OctolKiT is the month of the Holy 
Rosarj". in all ot our chun^hes 
ther<> will be devotion in honor of 
the Holy Korury either in the 
morriing or in tlio eveninir. The 
Feast of the Holy Kosary wiis in- 
stituted by Pope St. Pius V. and 
recalls the Victory won by the Chris- 
tian affiiy over th<ei Turks at L^ 
panto on October 7, 1571, The trt- 
timph was obtained by the protpc- 
tlcn of the Blessed Virgin sought 
thi-oiigh the devotion of the Ro«ary. 
The (U'votion of the Holy Kosnj-y 
wa.H revealed to St. Dominic by the 
Kles.sed Virgin Mary, tha Mother 
of our Lord. 

The year of 1208 was a tiOM of 
great trouble, eepeoialy in the sonttt 
of France, where the Alblgeoaiaa 
heresy spread death and desola- 
tion around. After moioy ctfToits 
had been made by the civil and re- 
ligious powers to suppress the out- 
break of the heretics, St. Dominic, 
founder of th« Order of Friars 
Preachers. entere<l th^ field ag-ainet 
them with that burning zeal with 
which only a saint can 1w saimatsd . 
for the oonverolon of sinners. B» 
emirioyed his sanctity and eloqueaiee 
in eaideavorfng to stem the Ude of 
evil. HIa efforts, though heroic, 
were comparatively ot lltle avail, 
until ho ventured to complain to 
the Holy Mother of God, for whom 
he entertained the tendtireet devo- 
tion, and to ask her to instruct 
him in the way he could 
meet successfully for the 

sion of those misguided souli . 

whom her Divine Son had laid 
down His life. Thein< our Blessed 
Lady revvmled to him tho dervotten 
of the Holy Rosary. He w«S told 
to give his time more to the prapa- 
gatlon of this devotion than to 
preaching, and greater success would 
attend his efforts. More th.in a 
hundred thousand heretl<« abjured 
their en Ml ,, and tho conversion of 
an immeu.so number of notorious 
sinners testified to tbe power of 
this method of prayer, and caused 
It to be adopted by tbe whole ot 
Christendom. The Sovereign Pon- 
tiff erected it into a Confraternity, 
enriched It with indulgence and ap- 
pointed the first Sunday in October 
with a spe<'ial Ofllce for its con* 
memoratlon. 

For luindKHis of years, through 
good report and evil report. Catho- 
lics have dng with lasting love to 
tbe Rosary which the Dominicans 
taught them, which kept thiclm true 
in all their trials, and which is the 
surest sign, as it Is the strongest 
support, of our people's faith to- 
day. For hundreds of yeare It haa 
bei-n their comfort and their «us- 
tainment .their solace in all their 
soriows and their i. ivinchor Ja 
every danger. In the Uosary tht(5r 
have found the happiness whldi 
earth could never give them. In the 
Rosary their love gets the comfort 
which In the world thfiy could never 
find. The Roaary has been the cable ' 
which, through strong winds and 
surging seas, and swelling wave*, 
has kei)t them fast and flrm-flxed, 
secuie to tho old faith, which haa 
nev*>i- failed Uiem. and which, p tease 
God, will never fall.

In view of the attempt of the 
pro-English press In this country 
to create feeling again.st the Irish 
people, Irish-Americans and the 
cause ot Ireland, meetings of pro- 
t»^t are brini? held throughout the 
country pledKing loyalty to the 
United States and indignation 
against tiiese insinuations. At a 
meeting held In the headquarters of 
the Irish-American League In the 
i^mmet Arcade this week Dr. Jo- 
seph P. Bremnan, State Commis- 
sioner of Education, said: 

"Hie few individuals scatter(>d 
throughout this country who are 
serving their own selfish Interests 
or trying to foist their carped Ideas 
on our peoirie, WlH not be permlt- 
ttnl to cast a cloud of suspicion 
over a people wliose loyalty .stands 
out pre-eminent in history's pages. 
I'nthinkinn men are misinformed 
and sometimes led astray by short- 
sighted zealots. We may differ in 
opinion on Irish and American 
politics, but there Is no difference 
or division when country calls us." 

'I'he following resolution was 
adopted and forwarded to President 
Wilaon: 

Reaolved, That the Irish-Ameri- 
can League, in pnrsaaace ot Its 
aims and purposes, eniDhatloally 

denounces the acta of Individuals 
who have, through Intent or misdi- 
rected zeal, violated the neutrality 
of our country, or have given aid, 
comfort or information to our en- 
emy. 

"We further condemn the effort 
of these individuals to appeal to 
the sentiments and Irish love for 
Ireland by clothing tlielr insidious 
activities with the green flag. We 
pray that in your wisdom you will 
deal effectively with those who are 
traitors to our adopted oonntry. 

"We pray yon to ibow to the 
American people theee unworthy 
sons who have outraged the tradi- 
tions of their countrymen, make 
known their real purpose, the ex- 
tent of their influence and the 
source of their financial support. 

"History records the loyalty of 
the Irish of this country since Its 
birth. We cherish this .splendid 
heritage and de.sire io hand it 
down to our children unsullied and 
unblemished." 



The funeral proce-ssion Inl Dublin 
which followed the body oi Tlioiiu-w 
Ashe, the Sinn Pein leadei, who 
died Thnraday of last week, from 
thie City Hall to Olaanevin cemetery 
on Sunday was extremely large, ex- 
ceeding in numbers even that of the 
Pamell funeral In 1891. The pro- 
cession was very well organized and 
perfect order was kept. The prin- 
cipal coiitingent.s wcsre Iri.nh Vol- 
unteers, the Gaelic Athletic As-so- 
cialton. the Gaelic IjeaKUf, the I..ib- 
erty Hall Citizens Army and tho 
Dublin Trade Unioiw. Thare were 
also many repreeentatlves from 
women's dubs. Mm UMn a doaen 
bande played patriotic aire. The 
tliree-nvlle route was llne<l with 
spectators and the bells of the Cath- 
olic churches were tolle<i. The Irish 
Volunteers wore their uniform.s and 
carried hureley sticks, althouKh 
these were offensfs against recent 
military regulations. Thieire wa-s al- 
so a firing party at the graveside. 
The Oovenunent authoritlee did not 
interfere with the demonatratton, 
which wee most dmpresalve. 

The embittered feeling oreo- the 
death of Ashe was much allaj^ 
by a ohiange In tho policy of the 
treatment of pri.soners under the de- 
feases of the r«vlm art. The pris- 
oners are now allowed to .associate 
together and are separated from the 
ordinary criminals. They are al«o 
allowed to receive food from the 
outside.
